Washington, April 18—The ' senate 


and house conferees reported a unani- 
mous agreement on the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment bill today. The house substi 
tute is practically the measure agreed 
upon with a number of amendments, 
although the form of government is luut 
set forth in the house bill originally. 


The salient provisions of the bill are 


for a district court, IOCH! cption on the 
saloon question, restricting holdings of 
land by corporations, labor problem in- 
vestigation by the labor commissioner, 
government of the islands with a gover- 
nor, other executive officers, a legisla- 
ture with two branches, a judicial sys- 
tem andk delegate representative with 
similiar rights to those enjoyed by the 
congressional representative's of "terri- 
tories. The tariff laws of the United 
States are extended over the islands. 


As regards Asiatic residents of the 


island, the Chinese are given one year 
in which to obtain certificates of resi- 
dence, the exclusion law being omitted 
to avoid a brepch with Japan.

BRINGS OUT PROTESTS. 


Suspicion Put on Deal— Over-Produc- 


tion. Gates' Reason, Is Ridiculed by 
Experts in the Business — Trahsac 
tion Denounced as a Trick of Un- 
principled Gamblers. 
Pittsburg, pn., April

Telegram]— The 
reported 
probable 


slump in the steel market hie not yet 
materialized. According to an 
official 


of the Carnegie Company, there is no 
prospect of keeping up the present 
prices in stee! and iron. The American 
steel and wire mills are resuming opera- 
tions or will resume within a week or 
two. 


Chicago, April 18— John W. Gates 


and his speculating clique in suddenly 
closing twelve mills of the American 
Steel and Wire Company and throwing 
0,000 men out of employment, apparent- 
ly for nothing more than stock jobbing 
purposes, have aroused a storm of pro- 
test iu the leading financial centers of 
the country. 


To refute the reason given by Gates 


for his action, that there was 'overpro- 
duction in steel and wire nails, the steel 
manufacturer and steel and iron dealers 
unite their testimony that the market is 
nearly normal and the demand is good. 
They absolutely refuse to believe that 
overproduction is more than a pretense 
to hide real reasons of a very different 
nature. 


To back up their suspicions men ac- 


quainted with the market point to a 
number of recent instances in which the 
American Steel and Wire stock has been 
manipulated by the aid of officials which 
later proved to be unfounded. They de- 
nounce the present transaction as un- 
paralleled in stock exchange anoals. 


Even such a conservative newspaper 


ns the New York Tribune takes the 
stand that the closing of the mills under 
present circumstances is a trick akin to 
that of an unprincipled gambler, for 
which a legal punishment would be de- 
sirable.

Her frail body now lies 


in the chapel of St. Luke's Hospital, 
awaiting the transfer back to Patch 
Grove, Wisconsin, where her grave will 
be maoe. 


Miss Potter passed away yesterday 


afternoon about 5 o'clock. 
She dropped 


asleep, quietly, and did not awaken. So 
serene was the end and so unexpected 
in its suddenness that the nurses were 
preparing,to give her some nourish- 
ment and had sent for a tray of food. 
Suddenly there was a sigh from the 
couch and when the attendant looked at 
her charge she found that the little 
girl was dead. 


A remarkable incident in connection 


with'the death ot Miss Potter is told of 
a mocking bird that was given her 
some time ago, 
Miss Potter kept the 


bird in her room at the hospital, but it 
was eilant all the time. 
Nothing could 


be done to induce it to sing. Day after 
after day the young elocutionist tried to 
persuade the bird to sing, but it re- 
mained silent, and it was decided that it 
was not a songster. 


Sons Was Short Lived 


Yesterday 
morning, to the infinite 


surprise of Miss Potter and the nurses, 
the mocking bird began to sing. 
It 


whistled and piped and thrilled, acd its 
shrill 
and 
beautiful 
tones 
eLhoad 


throughout the corridors of the hospital. 
The nurses and doctors remarked "that 
Miss Potter's pet had found its voice at 
last and all felt pleased, because they 
saw in the song of the bird some amuse- 
ment for the suffering little patient. But 
the tones lasted ouly a few hours. 
The 


bird suddenly dropped in its cage and 
ceased its music. The song ended as 
life went from the girl who owned the 
singer. 


Since last December Jennie Potter 


had occupied a room in St. Luke's hos- 
pital. She came from Chicago, full .of 
life, vigor and ambition, and was a suc- 
cess the instant she appeared. 
Her 


splendid powers as 
an 
elocutionist 


brought her fame, friends ind money, 
and for months she was the rage. 


Told Her She Must uio. 


Then one day her friends were told 


that the girl from the west was stricken 
with cancer and that her case was hope, 
less. She was taken to the hospital and 
told that she must die. It was a hard 
blow, but she bore it well and 
became 


reconciled, Her old friends did not for- 
get her and her room in the hospital has 
been gay all the time with flowers and 
other things that were to brighten up 
the fast Keeling days of the 
unfortun- 


ate young artist. 


In January the doctors told Miss 


Potter that she could live until March. 
She accepted the news heroically, and 
expressed only one wish, and that was 
that she might only once more appear 
in public and recite the 
peace that 


brought her fame—'How Snlvator Won." 
She discussed the probabilities of her 
collapsing if she should attempt to ap- 
pear, and the physicians were forced to 
tell nor that she could not possibly leave 
her bed. 
Che brave girl wept for days 


as she realized that her case was indeed 
hopeless, and then she again settled 
down to die. relinquishing all the hopes 
she had entertained.

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HOAR'S ARGUMENT 


AGAINST EXPANSION 


Bright Sparks From the Speech Mad 


In the Senate Yesterday 


Afternoon. 


Washington, "Ayril" IS.—After 
the 


transaction of the routine business Mr 
Hoar addressed the senate on the Phil- 
ippine Question. 


Mr. Hoar took for his text the reso- 


lution of Mr. Beveridge ct" Indiana de 
claving that the Philippine islands are 
territory belonging 
to 
the 
United 


States, and that the United States gov- 
ernment must govern the archipelago. 
He said: 


"I do not expect 
to 
accomplish 


anything for liberty in the Philippine 
islands, but through the Republican 
party. 
Upon it the fate o£ these is- 


lands for years to come is to depend 
I can not look with any favor upon 
Mr. Bryan as an alternative. 
I be- 


lieve not only that perseverance 
in 


the present policy will be the aban- 
donment of the principles upon which, 
our government is founded, that it will 
change our republic into an empire, 
that our methods of legislation, of di- 
plomacy, of administration, must here- 
after be those whicS belong to em- 
pires, and not those which belong to 
republics, but I believe persistence in 
this attempt will result in the defeat 
and overthrow of the Republican par- 
ty." 


Mr. Hoar discussed at great length 


the Filipino rebellion and the causes 
•which, in his opinion, led up to it. He 
made an earnest antl vigorous defense 
of the Filipinos, especially of Aguin- 
aklo, who. he 
declared, was "brave, 


honest and patriotic." 
In the course 


of his eulogy of Aguinaldo he said: 


"He deserves to be remembered with 


that small band who have given life 
and everything dearer than life 
to 


their country in a losing cause. 
He 


shall live with 
Kossuth, with Oom 


Paul, with Joubert, with Emmett, with 
Edmont and Horn, with Nathan Hale, 
with Warren, with all the great mar- 
(tyrs.of history whose blood has been 
the seed of the church ot liberty." 


Mr. Hoar maintained his well-known 


position that the Filipinos had achiev- 
ed their independence, that the United 
States had made them its allies, and 
was bound to recognize their independ- 
ence, and that they had proved them- 
selves fit for such independence and 
capable of self-government. 
As one 


bit of proof of their statecraft he de- 
clared : 


"The state papers of Aguinaldo, the 


discussion of the taw of nations by his 
Attorney general, the masterly appeal 
of MabinJ, are products of the Asiatic 
mind. They are not unworthy of the 
Asiatic mind, the vehicle though which 
came to us the scriptures of the old 
and new testaments, the poetry of 
David, the eloquence of Isaiah, the 
wisdom of Solomon, the profound phil- 
osophy of Paul." 


The senator presented an elaborate 


defense of the Filipinos against the 
charge that they were responsible for
